Lack of space 
drives business 
underground 


A dearth of commercial 
space is driving businesses 
underground in St. Albert. 

This was made known at 
St. Albert town council 
Monday night as council 
looked over an application for 
a beauty salon in the 
basement of a town resi- 
dence. 

The word “‘illegally’’ was 
interjected into discussion on 
town council’s future policy 
on the thorny problem - 
thorny because even if 
council cracked down on new 
businesses who had to 
develop in basements, there 
would be the difficulty of 
enforcing prohibitions. 

A crack-down if there was 


one would last until more 
space was available. But the 
immediate concern of Mayor 
Dick Plain was that all this 
was a contravention of 
existing uses. He asked 
whether council should codi- 
fy what was in practice or 
eliminate present procedur- 
es. 

No one wanted to unduly 
restrict enterprises in private 
residences particularly since 
many travelling salesmen 
had a desk in the basement. 

Council finally passed a 
motion to look at its existing 
policy about small business- 
es in residential areas and 
review future policy and 
strategy in this area.

The Chamber would have 
the role of the actual or- 
ganization and administra- 
tion of the fair and the town 
would co-operate and work 
with the Chamber and pro- 
vide space where possible.

Honourable men may 
honourably disagree 


Over the past three months much concern has been relayed 
to me by St. Albert residents who feel that the site for the 
new Recreation Complex [on the former rodeo grounds on 
No. 2 Highway] will cause an extremely hazardous and 
congested traffic situation - and most particularly for 
children biking or walking to the pool and arena. As they 
point out the public meetings on the rec complex were held 
in February and March BEFORE the site was announced on 
April 28th for a very large shopping centre across from the 
complex, to be developed by Abbey Glen. 


The two complexes will have total parking space for some 
4,000 cars. Access to both will be off Highway 2 and Abbey 
Glen has applied to the Department of Transport to have the 
highway widened to six or more lanes. When the 
department received the Abbey Glen request they were not 
yet aware of the siting of the second complex across the 
road. The department is also concerned with safety 
considerations, along with feeding the 6 - 8 lane traffic back 
on to the highway on either side of the town. This concern 
has been made known to the town. 


My own position has consistently been that the highway 
should remain as at present - a four-lane road in St. Albert, 
with the by-pass going in to the north taking through 
highway traffic. I have also discussed with the department a 
second road by-passing the town to the west, a proposal 
under consideration at present. 


The other question I have been asked rather often by 
residents is - Can we afford this complex? Residents will 
soon be asked to approve a money bylaw for the town’s 
share in the neighbourhood of 2.5 million dollars. It now 
appears that the town will be going it alone on a municipal 
basis rather than regional, leaving them eligible for a 40% 
rather than 50% grant from the province. Operating deficits 
are estimated by the town at $125,000 per year, which 
people feel may be higher on a non-regional basis. 


I am also reminded as your MLA that leasing costs on land 
of $24,000 per year for 25 years could have been saved if the 
Fountain Park site near Paul Kane school had been chosen 
for the rec complex, being town-owned land. These people 
who favoured this site from the outset feel strongly that it 
would be the safer site as well, plus advantageous in 
relation to the number of schools in the area serving both 
school districts. 


I believe the concern of residents about costs for 
recreation is justified and so is the concern on traffic hazards 
inherent in the siting on the recreation complex. I think also 
that the two large complexes - shopping and recreation will 
change the character of our town which was chosen by a 
great many residents as a quiet residential community. 
Certainly we will need industrial development to pay for the 
projected services now being planned. But whether such 
development can be put in place with only the restricted 
development area ranging from one-half to a mile wide to 
serve as a separation between St. Albert and Edmonton 
remains a question in my belief. 


Again my own position has remained consistent - I favour 
industrial parks well removed from residential communities 
with co-operation between urban and rural municipalities to 
provide for shared assessment on industrial development. 
The key word should be ‘‘co-operation’’ but the word I keep 
hearing from St. Albert is ‘‘control.’’ 


The steps we are now taking in St. Albert, it seems to me, 
are the same steps urban communities have always taken - 
urban spraw! for the sake of extra bucks. With all of its huge 
shopping complexes and industrial development has the 
City of Edmonton reached the point where they have 
sufficient assessment to meet their budget? The answer is 
no. Should the Province continually keep pouring more and 
more money to the municipalities? | am not one who 
believes so. 


In my opinion the planning of the rec complex was far too 
rushed. The target date for a submission to the Province was 
set by the council at April 1 - with much to do about ‘‘being 
the first municipality in the queque’’ for a grant under the 
new program. Admittedly we need another arena and pool 
as soon as possible. But the architects were hired and the 
planning begun before the government regulations were 
laid down. Now we find we must increase the cultural 
component to 25% and the drawings must be revised if all 
are to be in one complex. 


It was decided the planning for the rec complex and Abbey 
Glen Shopping Centre couldn’t await either the General 
Plan or a traffic study. And we have people unhappy with 
the site. Perhaps a neighbourhood arena and a pool on the 
Paul Kane site should have been the rushed priorities, and 
planning the multi-purpose complex could have been given 
more time and possibly have been done on a staged 


program. 
In fact can St. Albert not still decide to do this? 
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The Yellowhead is the answer 
to Trans Canada 
traffic problems 


Given a traffic jam on the 
Trans-Canada Highway west 
of Calgary, one that gets 
worse with every passing 
week and what does Parks 
Canada do about it? 

It calls for a study of plans 
to twin the Trans-Canada 
between Calgary and Banff. 
The highway, built to carry 
up to 8,600 vehicles a day, is 
being used by as many as 
12,500 daily. Were the 
section immediately east of 
Banff doubled, it could be 
assumed the peak daily 
count, for a start, might 
climb to 16,000. 

Then what? The Trans- 
Canada Highway’s bottle- 
neck is not peculiar to Banff 
National Park. It extends 
farther west all the way west 
from Banff to the throat of 
the Fraser Valley at Hope, 
B.C. Those 460 miles, via 
Golden, the Rogers Pass, 
Revelstoke, Salmon Arm, 
Kamloops, Cache Creek, 
Lytton, and Yale traverse 
some of the toughest terrain 
on this continent. 

To expand the Trans- 
Canada from Banff through 
to the head of B.C.’s 
Highway 410 at Hope would 
be a job so time-consuming 
that it is years into the 
future. Meanwhile, what of 
widening the mouth of the 
funnel east of Banff, and 
pouring more cars and trucks 
onto those already-choked 
460 miles? 

As much as one can 
appreciate the tears of frus- 
tration pouring into the 
Illecillewaet River, the Kick- 
ing Horse, the North Th- 
ompson, and the Fraser, he 
cannot fathom the thinking 
that suggests one way to 
relieve congestion on the 
mountain stretches of the 
Trans-Canada Highway is to 
widen its approach. 

There are better ways. 

For one, to get cracking 
with the long promised up- 
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grading of the Yellowhead 
Highway. Another, to up- 
grade the Crowsnest Pass 
Highway, both project long 
overdue and considerably 
more feasible from the 
standpoint of cost and prac- 
ticality. 

To be sure, to upgrade the 
Yellowhead Highway, best of 
all three routes through the 
B.C. mountain chains, would 
put pressure on the Trans- 
Canada west of Kamloops. 
That’s another nut to crack - 
until the stretch down the 
North Thompson and Fraser 
Canyons is doubled in capa- 
city, or an alternate route 
between Kamloops and Hope 
is established, neither the 
Yellowhead nor the Trans- 
Canada can develop the 
capacities they will be called 
on to provide. 

The biggest bottleneck in 
all of this is not the snows 
that ch‘ e the Rogers Pass in 
wintei r the black ice that 
coats the Fraser Canyon 
highway spring and fall. It is 
the bottleneck mentality that 
insists the Trans-Canada is 
the only practicable major 
highway path between AI- 
berta and the B.C. coast. 

It never was, a fact backed 
up by a hundred surveys. 

It happens to be the one 
that so far has been 
dominant. But unless billions 
of dollars are poured into it in 
the next decade, the Trans- 
Canada is over the hill. 

And in case it has not 
octurred to the one-track 
thinkers who maintain the 
Trans-Canada route is the 
answer to everything, they 
face one problem that can’t 
be scraped into the nearest 
ditch. While they’re busy 
tearing up and rebuilding the 
Trans-Canada, what’s going 
to happen to the traffic now 
jamming up? 

Without an upgraded Yel- 
lowhead Highway to serve as 
a detour, the present con- 


gestion would be a Sunday 
School picnic. It may be that 
while common sense has 
failed to come through with a 
bigger and better Yellow- 
head, necessity will turn the 
trick. 

Plans to twin the Trans- 
Canada will open the door to 
the long standing arguments 
presented by the Yellowhead 
Interprovincial Highway As- 
sociation for many years. In a 
nutshell, this argument is 
simply that it’s high time 
Canada’s Park Officials and 
the Federal Government took 
a serious look at the tre- 
mendous potential the Yell- 
owhead Route offers, said 
Tom Shandro of the Yellow- 
head Highway Association. 

Rather than attempt to 
solve a serious problem by 
sinking many millions into a 
partial solution, as outlined 
in the press release, we 
contend that the place to 
start is to upgrade the 
Yellowhead to Trans-Canada 
standards as soon as poss- 
ible, by joint effort of the 
federal government and the 


provinces. 

With the economic and 
population trend pointing 
northward in all four pro- 
vinces, and with every 
indication that this trend will 
intensify, the time is long 
past due when Ottawa should 
join the provinces in a S0-S0 
venture to upgrade the 
highway. 

This program would call 
for better surfacing, uniform 
strengthening, paved, uni- 
form-width shouldering, str- 
aightening at dangerous 
curves and approaches, and’ 
providing more directional 
signs. This would bring the 
Yellowhead to Trans-Canada 
standards, and once this is 
accomplished the private 
sector would provide ade- 
quate servicing for the tra- 
vellers, tourists, and truckers 
using the route in increasing 
numbers. 

It would change the Yell- 
owhead from a secondary 
highway to a second Trans- 
Canada highway, and would 
attract many travellers not 
using the Trans-Canada.

Constable John Brecknock 
of the St. Albert detachment 
of the RCMP made the ears 
of the 15 odd businessmen 
fairly turn red as he checked 
off a catalogue of.crimes in 
the community, one of which 
involved the attempted pas- 
sing of a bad $250,000 
cheque. 

He dwelt at length on the 
number of cheques which 
have been bouncing around 
St. Albert recently, up to 
100, representing fraud at 
around the $10,000 mark.

“We have to be the most 
frustrated people when we 
know that it’s going on but 
can’t prove it,’’ he com- 
mented. 

Constable Brecknock pai- 
nted a picture which shows 
that no business in St. Albert 
is safe from the break-in- 
and-enter tools of the thief, 
and, he said, the good ones 
never get caught. 

He also told the Chamber 
of the difference between a 
bad debt and a bad cheque, 
which makes it even more 
difficult for the law to catch a 
payment defaulter.

That there hasn’t been one 
drug store in town which 
hasn’t been hit twice by 
hoodlums and hoods for 
drugs like demarol and mor- 
phine.

And there’s a girl going 
round right now in St. Albert 
with a fast car and a fast pen, 
the Constable warned, 
seemingly imitating two oth- 
ers, dope addicts, who wrote 
a really bouncy cheque at 
Grandin Esso last year. 

Then there are the more 
exotic crimes which use bad 
credit cards as magic carpets 
to places like Miami and 
which must be putting Char- 
gex and other companies into 
debt by the millions, the 
Constable said. 

‘“‘A guy can write $7 
cheques and make $700 a 
day,’’ he added, ‘‘and get 
away with it.’’ 

What can be done by the 
average business in the face 
of such bare-faced crime? 

Constable Brecknock sug- 
gested that businessmen use 
their sense of intuition more 
and be firmer about cashing 
cheques. 

Or be like Safeway which 
have gone as far as using 
cameras for security, but 
who usually want proof that 


you'll be round for some time 
before they’ll cash a cheque. 

Don’t be put off by 
aggression if you hesitate to 
cash a cheque. The criminal 
psychology knows that you- 
"re embarrassed when he 
scoffs, ‘‘What the heck’s 
wrong with my cheque?’’ in 
front of a queue in the shop. 
Don’t give him the money 
just to get rid of him. 

And Constable Brecknock 
also warned the Chamber 
that you cannot steal labour. 
If you enter a contract to, 
say, repair an auto engine 
and you never see the custo- 
mer again, there is no crime 
as you have gone out on a 
limb by extending credit. 

Generally, thought Con- 
stable Brecknock, the best 
way to deal with the bad 
cheque problem wouia be to 
insist on the thumb print for 
identification and not even to 
accept cheques which are 
written in front of you, as the 
writer may be ambidextrous. 

**Get all the i.d. you can 
off them,’’ he added, e.g. 
Social Insurance Number, 
Driver’s License. 

‘“*You’ve got to be one up 
on them as crime pays!’’ he 
exclaime4. 

Constable Brecknock as- 
sured the Chamber before he 
finished speaking that the 
town police force had just 
picked up six more members 
over the past few months 
giving a 34 man force. 
Twenty-seven are on town 
duty with seven others on 
patrol.

and bear it. 

For by ‘‘high road pr low’’ 
or by ocean-bottom pipeline, 
oil will begin arriving in nor- 
thern England and Scotland 
from the new North Sea 
ficlds by this summer, and 
there are a lot of broad 
smiles about that. 


TRICKLE AT FIRST 


It will be only a trickle at 
first, probably from Nor- 
way’s big Ekofisk field, the 
National Geographic Society 
says. But--with American 
oilmen and British and 
Norwegian experts voicing 
an optimistic chorus--the 
future is coming in like a 
gusher. 

Estimates of North Sea oil 
reserves are as high as 40 
billion barrels. Alaska’s Nor- 
th Slope fields are believed to 
hold from 10 to 100 billion 
barrels. Both amounts are 
drops in the bucket com- 
pared with the 397 billion 
barrels claimed as reserves 
of the Organization of Petro- 
leum Exporting Nations. 
Saudi Arabia alone has 132 
billion barrels. 

But the British count on 
the North Sea bonanza as the 
solution to much of their 
national energy require- 

/ ments in the next decade. 

Norwegians--there are on- 
ly about 4 million of 
them--will need but a frac-

drilling, and they worry 
about how to spend the 
profits, perhaps $4 billion a 
year by 1980. 

They talk about pouring it 
into schools, welfare, roads, 
communications, pay-offs to 
consumers to raise Norway's 
living standards, or relief 
from the 40 per cent in taxes 
now deducted from the aver- 
age paycheck, 

However, all the North 
Seat production, including 
much smaller amounts from 
Danish, West German, and 
Belgian wells, still could 
supply only 15 to 20 per cent 
of the 11-to-12 billion barrels 
needed throughout Europe 
every year. 


PROMISE AND PAY-OFF 


By the 1980's it is esti- 
mated Britian will be pump- 
ing about 3.5 million barrels 
daily from the North Sea, 
equal to a third of the current 
American production of 11 
million barrels a day. 

Almost two-thirds of the 
North Sea oil fields--and acc- 
ompanying gas reserves, an 
estimated 50 trillion cubic 
feet--seem to be in waters 
declared British in inter- 
national agreement, and 
nearly one-third is in Nor- 
wegian waters. Other Euro- 
pean offshore fields are 
much smaller. 

Foreign oil companies, 
mostly American, have in- 
terests in about 70 per cent of 
the known reserves of the 
British region, apparently 
because they are more ex- 
perienced in offshore 4rill- 
ing. Oilmen pay high taxes -- 
25 per cent to Norway, and 
45 per cent, minus a drain-off 
through loopholes, to Britain 
-- but apparently feel it’s 
worthwhile. 

Drilling the North Sea 


most other fields. About one; 


out of eight attempts pays 
off, and some say one out of 
four. But drilling is 10 times 
as costly as in the Middle 
East. 

Oilmen work from 60 giant 
platforms standing on the 
continental shelf. They put 
up with some of the world’s 
worst sea weather -- 100-foot 
waves and 120 mile an hour 
winds -- and long hours of 
isolation. 

More than 40 men, many 
of them Americans, have 
been killed in the last 10 
years of oil exploration, Risks 
are high, but so is pay. 

Helmeted divers, some- 
times working 200 feet down 
and at 600 feet with special 
diving bells, earn up to 
$4,500 a month. But they 
may have to live three days 
in the decompression tank 
after only one hour’s work on 
the bottom. 

Meanwhile, if the region is 
developed as expected, cal- 
culations suggest all the 
North Sea oil will be pumped 
cut in about 25 years. 


BETTER TIMES AHEAD 


Until that day, Scots along 
the 300 miles of rugged 
coastline facing the North 
Sea look to better times.

Merriment keynote of Legal alfalfa opening 


Everyone had a gay time at 
a banquet in the Legal 
Community Hall, August 13 
to celebrate the official 
opening of the new $1.2 
million alfalfa plant. 

About 250 people took in 
the banquet after watching 
the opening of the plant two 
miles west of the town. 

Dignitaries at the opening 
and banquet were Minister 
of Agriculture Marv. Moore 
(Smoky River Constituency), 
MLA Ernie Jamison, Pemb- 
ina MP Peter Elzinga, Pre- 
sident of Legal Alfalfa Pro- 
ducts Roger Vansevenandt, 
Deputy Mayor Art Morin of 
Legal, and, at the banquet, 
Acting Mayor Marcel Dube. 
Reeve Bill Flynn represented 
the MD of Sturgeon and 
Walter Van de Walle emceed 
the banquet. 

At the opening of the plant 
earlier Mile Fete au Village 
Lucille DeChamplain pre- 
sented the Minister of Agri- 
culture with scissors for the 
ribbon cutting and a specially 
engraved paper knife and 
scissors after the opening. 

The crowd was given a 
demonstration, when a huge 
tandem truck, its specially 
designed box made by Legal 
Welding and Fabrication 
Ltd., loaded alfalfa into the 
pelletizing plant. Farmers 
are getting $20 a ton for pure 
alfalfa processed at the 
plant. 

At the banquet Mr. Moore 
talked of the importance of 
agriculture to Canada’s ur- 
ban and rural population. 

‘*We cannot continue to 
charge the farming public 
with a cheap food policy for 
this nation . . . no other 
country has a food supply for 
the prices we do.”’ 

“Tell your urban friends 
100,000 of us want to 
continue our way of life and 
produce food for the nation 
we live in,’’ he urged. 

He also pointed out that 
the farmers wanted the same 
kind of earnings and facilities 
as the other sector of the

people. 

He told the banquet that a 
determined effort on behalf 
of the province since 1972 
has seen 60 agricultural 
processing plants go up in 
Alberta from the southern 
border to the Peace country. 

The last three and a half 
months has also seen a 
trernendous effort for agri- 
cultural stabilization with the 
Federal Government parti- 
cularly for cow-calf opera- 
tors. 

Mr. Moore offered sincere 
congratulations to Mr. Van- 
sevanandt and the Board of 
Directors for getting the 
plant underway. 


St. Albert acts 
quickly on 
road repairs 


St. Albert has injected up 
to $11,000 into MD of 
Sturgeon coffers to repair 
roads disturbed by waterline 
and sewer main construction. 

St. Albert is anxious that 
the MD uses the funds 
‘expeditiously’ to repair a 
section of road on 170th 
Avenue between 127th Street 
and 142nd Street and also a 
section between Highway 28 
and 127th Street. 

Residents had been comp- 
laining about the poor condi- 
tions of these roads since a 
twinned waterline went in to 
St. Albert and also a sewer 
line.. 

The trouble was high- 
lighted at a meeting August 
!3 between St. Albert, the 


MD of Sturgeon and Stanley 
and Associates and the 
upshot was a letter to the MD 
August 14 which authorized 
the spending of no more than 
$11,000 to right the road 
situation. 

At its regular meeting 
August 15 the MD accepted 
the offer as a final settlement 
of damage to the roads 
through water and sewer in- 
stallation. 

St. Albert wants to be 
relieved of any further 
responsibility in the upgrad- 
ing of the roads which will be 
repaired following recom- 
mendations made by the 
MD's Superintendent of 
Works Bob Stack.

It would provide good 
service to farmers within a 20 
mile radius and it was also 
pollution controlled ‘‘second 
to none.’’ 

He hadn’t thought that

Spotlight on Sturgeon 


A word must be said about the official opening of the Legal 
Alfalfa Plant in the MD of Sturgeon last week. 


It hardly seems a minute since there was nothing at all at the 
site which now sports one of the finest alfalfa processing 
plants in Western Canada. 


There were doubts at one time that the project would never 
even get off the ground but the huge $1.2 million plant 
which lies two miles west of Legal is the best answer to the 
doubting Thomases. 


It has a capacity of up to 17,000 tons a year, it will boost the 
assessment of the MD and will also be a boon to at least 
some of the local work force. 


There was a lot of backslapping and feasting to celebrate the 
event. That of course is very transitory and pleasant but it is 
hoped that the plant itself will be in the area for many years 
to come before it reaches the end of its useful life.

A rather neat little machine came into the MD of Sturgeon 
last week - it can only be described as a do-it-yourself fire 
department. 


The machine which looks like a cross between a flying 
saucer and a lawn mower is known as a Waterous 
Floto-pump and it could revolutionize the firefighting 
concept for farmers and those who are not within easy reach 
of local fire departments. 


The pump is submerged and requires no suction hose no 
primers or foot valves and the five quart fuel tank lets you 
operate the pump on one filling for 60 to 90 minutes. 


With its 8- horsepower engine and high performance. 


centrifugal pump the machine can throw an 85 foot straight 
stream of water using 50 feet of 1/2 inch hose. 


The implications of this are obvious. Supposing you are out 
on the farm one night and a fire starts in the barn. All you 
have to do is rush for the pump, start the engine and 
submerge the machine into your dug-out and catch the fire 
in the bud. 


There are other uses for the pump. Local fire departments 
could use them as back-up when they are on rural calls. 
They could fill their empty water tanks using the pump, 
providing there is a dug-out, lake or some other natural 
water supply near at hand. 


If farmers and rural people can be persuaded to get the 
Waterous Floto-pump, the number of times that a fire 
department has to rush out 20 or 30 miles to reach a 
cinderized farm house would be severely reduced.
